This hostel was opened In 1921 bya com- 
mittee under whose special care it has 
realised the purpose for which it, was 
augurated, viz.: the provision of a home íor 
from fifteen to twenty blind women. whe 
reside in separate rooms, obtaini; ng the 
services of a sighted guide to cook and clea n 
for them. In 1937 the management of this 
hostel was taken over by the National Counc! 
for the Blind of Ireland, and soon after. ib. 
fortunately, it became necessary to spend a 
large sum of money on structural repairs to 
the building, thus ‘hea the funds with an 
adverse balance. 

In view of the repeated requests from the 
Government ‘to all householders that they 
should provide adequate protection for resi- 
dents in case of air raid, this Council is 
gravely concerned because funds will not 

ermit. them to construct an air raid shelter. 

he blind women have no protection should 
an attack come from the air. Many of them 
are infirm and old as well as blind, and they 
have made the hostel their home for many 
years. 

It will cost approximately £50 to provide a 
suitable shelter, plans for which have been 

assed by the Dublin Corporation and 
banana of Defence. “The authorities have 
been approached, but are unable to give us 
any assistance Íor this purpose. We would, 
therefore, earnestly appeal to your readers to 

ive us their immediate and generous support, 
in order that the work may be put in hands 
at once.

-.CRITICISMS AND CLAIMS

By SCRUTATOR. 


T last citizens seem to be awakening to | 


the fact that, in proportion to its 
collective resources, Dublin distributes 
grossly excessive amounts in terms of public 
and private charity. Which, con- 


versely, is to ~~ an altogether exceasive- 


proportion of blin’s citizens are wholly 
or partly dependent for their livelihood upon 
non- uctive sources. 

Where is there evidence of a public con- 
sciousness that mere. efforts to alleviate 

verty means the condonation of waste? 
Where intelligent efforts to get to the root 
of a system which steadily increases the 
numbers of non-producers parasites? 

To such questions answers came from two 
Mansion House platforms on one evening last 
week. On one side of the entrance corridor 
a platform occupied by members and sup- 
porters of Mount Street Club; and, despite 
the evening’s outdoor attractions, a full 
house of interested. citizens. Across the 
corridor another body of speakers, expound- 
ing the doctrines of Muintir na Tire. From 
both platforms the same fundamental 
philosophy: co-operative effort, independence 
of official resources or control, self-reliance, 
and volnntary service. One organisation 
concerned mainly with remedies for urban 
unemployment; the other chiefly with rural 
problems. 


MUINTIR NA TIRE 


On which side of the corridor should an 
independent, but intensely interested, student 
of both organisations spend an hour? Choice 
or compromise? Compromise won. 

A quarter of an hour with speakers 
who were concerned to discover how city 
guilds could most effectively co-operate with 
rural parishes in their efforts to stem the 
drift from the countrysides to urban areas, 
and to dangers of emigrants’ consequent 
reliance on public or private assistance. Dis- 
cussions of absorbing interest; but the call 
of Mount Street Club pioneers was irresistible. 


MOUNT STREET CLUB 


What an array of speakers! Clerics and 
laymen, representatives of the State, of the 
municipality, of organised labour, of the 
Club’s governors and workers, and of points 
of view that are <r as the poles apart. 
Yet speakers who had but une tale to tell 
and one serious criticism to offer. A tale of 
hard uphill work, of hearty co-operation 
between governing and workers’ committees ; 
of thousands of men and families rescued 
from demoralising idleness and deprivation ; 
of—for lack of a bettet definition—all-round 
economic and social ‘‘ uplift.’’ 

Frgm independent platform critics, but one 
serious reservation. The club’s activities 
were too restricted. Why not 5,000 instead 
of 250 members to produce and exchange their 
various products and services? Why not 
Mount Street Clubs in every city and town? 
Why had unemployed women failed to benefit 
by the club’s activities ? 


CLAIMS AND CRITICISMS 


To all such criticisms and reservations came 
one convincing answer—inadequacy of finan- 
cial resources! Every £1 subscribed had pro- 
duced £2 5s. worth of raiment and food and 
other necessities. Had the £1 been £10 the 
ratio of output would have been many times 
greater and beneficiaries many times multi- 
plied. Yet, with severely restricted capital 
and corresponding lack of labour-aidin 
appliances, the value of goods produced an 
delivered against every £1 subscribed had 
been many times greater than equiva- 
lents secured by an other means. 
So much for platform eulogists and critics. 
Did their claims and commendations carry 
equal conviction among their hearers? Were 
these dissenting voices? What were the 
grounds of adverse criticism ? 

Claiming to hold some kind of mixed brief 
for craft unions and for long unemployed un- 
skilled workers, a small y of dissentients 
—whose number was in inverse ratio to their 
lung power—claimed a hearing. Dissatisfied 
with the chairman’s promise that all written 
uestions would be answered’ from the plat- 
orm, they persisted in making impassioned 
speeches, in which the capitalistic system, 
parasites on the platform dnd traitors to 
trade union principles were subjects of fierce 
denunciation. From such medleys of war 
cries two main objections seemed to be dis- 
tinguishable. One, that the club had been 
organised as a cloak and defence for capitalists 
whose only concern was to ‘“‘exploit’’ the 
working classes. The other, that unemployed 
workers who accepted less than wage rates 
fixed by trade and labour unions—whether in 
‘tallies’ or goods or cash—were enemies of 
organised labour. 


FATHER CANAVAN’S REPLY 


To these denunciations two replies came 
from the platform. One was from a trade 
unionist, whose union had raised no objection 
to his membership and advocacy of Mount 
Street Club. The other—patient, argumenta- 
tive, concise and conclusive—from the chair- 
man in his summing-up. Had Father Cana- 
van elected to pursue jurisprudence instead 
of theology his judgments and charges to 
juries would almost certainly be among the 
classics of legal proceedings. 

What, m substance, was his answer to 
critics who had not the patience or the courtesy 
to wait for his summing-up’ In summary form 
was something like this. If Pat has a sur- 

lus of potatoes and John, lacking food but 
hovieg a spare pair of boots, decide to swap, 
what trade union principle do they infringe? 
If Murphy can repair Smith’s old ‘boots, and 
Smith is able and willing to glaze Murphy’s 
broken chair, why should anyone object? If 
one group of artisans, with the aid of suit- 
able appliances, can produce a suite of furni- 
ture what principle should forbid them to 
accept another group’s farm produce in ex- 
change? And, if similar methods of exchange 
and mutual help be extended to cover a 
variety. of needs and services and commodities 
what reasonable objection can be made’? No 
capitalist was involved, and no “parasite ”’ 


derived profit from such co-operative ex-’ 


changes. And, further, if some per- 
son of goodwill — seeking neither 
profit nor prestige — tenders help or 
advice to Pat and John, to Murphy 
and Smith—who have failed to secure employ- 
ment in normal pursuits, who can dare to 
suggest that their active goodwill is in con- 
flict with public wellbeing ? 


WIDER APPLICATIONS 


An imperfect summary — possibly even a 
slight misrepresentation — of a closely-knit 
defence of Mount methods; a master- 
piece of patient and balanced argument which 
might well have been the subject of detailed 
record. At all events, it removed any shred 

that lingered in the mind of one of 

its hearers as to the soundness of Mount 

Street Club methods, and of their practica- 
bility in wider fields of unemployment.

Days of Fear 


When the history of the present war 
comes to be written, it will not be easy 
to assess the value to the British people 
in the greatest crisis of all time of 
Winston Spencer Churchill. Although he 
has been Prime Minister for a short 
period, during which the British cause 
seems to have plunged from one disaster 
into another, Mr. Churchill's name already 
has become a legend throughout, the British 
Empire, and he stands to-day as the living 
symbol of everything for which British 
civilisation stands—above all, for the forti- 
tude and the dogged resolve with which 
the people of our neighbouring island are 
facing the supreme test of their national 
history. Mr, Churchill is an admirable 
speaker. He evidently has full con- 
fidence in the people of Greet Britain. 
When he became Prime Minister 
at the time of the Narvik affair he 
announced that he had nothing to offer 
but “ toil and sweat and blood and tears. ' 
Events have justified his gloomy predic- 
tions; but, although he has been called 
upon to lead his people through dark days, 
his courage never has faltered, and the 
popular confidence in his leadership seems 
to have grown rather than diminished. 
His broadcast speech last evening seemed 


| to be more restrained than usual. It was 


full of confidence in the ultimate triumph 
of Britain’s cause; but Mr. Churchill 
made it perfectly clear that the ordeals 
which the people had been suffering since 
the beginning of the German air attacks 
on London were only a foretaste of far 
more terrible trials to come. According 
to the British Premier—who manifestly 
was speakiny from trustworthy informa- 
tion—the next week or so will decide the 
fortunes of the war. From Hamburg to 
Brest, he declared, the Germans are con- 
centrating not only large bodies of troops,

If one accepts the British Premier’s 
figures as accurate, it becomes clear thay 
the Germans are not likely to force an 
early decision in the air alone; although 
the summer is drawing rapidly to its 
close, the Fuehrer “may be tempted | to 
launch his attack by sea, while Germany 
still has numerical superiority in the 
air, first: having made a desperate effort 
to smash British resistance by enormously 
intensified air bombardments. There is 
no doubt that the people of Great 
Britain—and of London, ia particular— 
are being put to the severest trial that any 
people ever has been required to face. It 
is impossible to discover precisely what is 
happening in Germany, which units of the 
Royal Air Force have been visiting almost 
continuously; but grievous damage has 
been done in Britain. Everything depends, 
of course, on the strength of the people’s 
nerves. There can be no doubt’ of the 
ability of the Royal Air Force to hold its 
own against the Luftwaffe. The anti- 
aircraft defences are as good as they can 
be; but time alone can test the popular 
powers of resistance against constant 
bombardment. There always must be 
limits to human endurance; but the 
people of England, who for a thousand 
years have enjoyed insular sanctuary, 
realise now that their very existence is 


in danger. This knowledge has given them 


new courage, and has fortified their deter- 
mination to make every sacrifice which 
may be required of them.

General Antonescu, the new Premier 
of Rumania, has ordered the partial 
demobilisation of his country’s army. If 
this action means anything, it means that 
he regards Rumania as safe within the 
bosom of the Rome-Berlin ‘ Axis.” 
During the past few days the General has 
been elaborating a system of government 
that cannot be interpreted otherwise than 
as an indication of Rumania’s abandon- 
ment of democratic principles and of 


allegiance to the ‘‘ totalitarian’’ mode of 
life. He himself has received the title 


of ‘‘ leader,’’ but has ordained that the 


numerous titles which hitherto made 
Rumania one of the most title-ridden 
States in Europe shall be abandoned, It 
is true that he has effected certain reforms 
—if the newly-vouchsafed information 
concerning them is true. He has dis- 
covered that King Carol’s household was 
scandalously expensive; that several 
Ministers have been guilty of conduct 
which at the best can be described as 
extravagance, and at the worst as pecula- 


tion; that nepotism has been prevalent 


both in the military and in the civil 
services—and he has taken steps to 
eradicate these evils. Details, however, 
must not blind us to the major issues 
which are involved in General Antonescu’s 
assumption of power. Throughout the 
whole of Europe, from Ireland to the 
remotest Republic of the Soviet Union, 
local affairs may be read and interpreted 
only in the light of the great European 
conflict, which has disrupted every nation 
both economically and socially. Until a 
week ago Rumania’s sympathies were 
doubtful. Great Britain and Rumania 
were bound by a semi-formal link, inas- 
much as Great Britain had guaranteed 
Rumania’s security; but expediency 
clearly demanded that Rumania’s 
sympathies should lie with Germany and 
Italy—who, at least, were in a better 
position to keep an eye on her—and there 
was a strong “‘ pro-Axis’’ element in the 
form of the Iron Guard. Neutrality did 
not pay in the case of Rumania. When 
the Hungarians demanded the transfer of 
a large part of Transylvania, and the 
“ Axis” Powers decided to take a hand, 
the vote was cast against Rumania, who 
thereby has shrunk from the largest. to 
one of the smallest of the Balkan States ; 


and the Iron Guard seized its opportunity | 


to make a bid for power, on the ground | 
that King Carol’s Laodicean attitude 
towarls the “Axis” had brought his 
country into trouble. It is not clear 
whether General Antonescu obeys the 
Iron Guard, or is keeping it in order: 
but the fact remains that another 
European monarch has lost his throne and 
another European State has transferred 
its allegiance from a democratic Govern- 
ment—of sorts—to a totalitarian Govern- 
ment—of sorts. Rumania is not yet a 
belligerent, and it is possible that 
Germany and Italy will not permit her 
to become a belligerent lest she may pro- 
vide the Russians with an opportunity 
for “ peaceful

|| is the opening of Canada's Banff-Jasper 


highway, which, after nine years of survey 
work. and laborious building, has now 
been declared ready for traffic; and what 
is probably the most spectacular roadway 


} in the world is now open to the motorist. 


‘The completion of this roadway represents 
for Canadian engineering an accomplish- 
ment only slightly less imposing than the 
laying of railway lines over the Rockies 
into British Columbia. The railways 
climbed across this giant range from east 
to west, connecting British Columbia, and 
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‘making it- one with the- rest of the 


Dominion; the new road sprawls from 
north to south, along the very spine of 
the mountains, and creates a link at: last 
between the Banff and Jasper national 
parks. Hitherto the two preserves. the 
oldest and the largest, respectively, of 
the national parks have been separated by 
a sea of mighty mountains that could be 
penetrated only by saddle-horse and pack- 
train. The only paths were the Indian 
trails. Canadian enterprise, however, saw 
in this wild sandwich of country, in the 
lakes that lie like mirrors among the 
black peaks, in this wilderness of forest, 
precipice, ice and eternal snow, a place 
that one day would draw tourists from the 
ends of the earth; so Canadian engineer- 
ing set out to blast a motor road across 
the rocks and mountains of this desolate 
land. Some adventurous spirits, who in 
the old days made the journey on horse- 
back, told tales on their return of a

country that was wild and magically 
beautiful—a kind of Shangri-La—beyond 
the walls of the mountains. In later 
years a trip by-pack-train from Banff to

‘[ SE air raid on London Jast night was 
responsible for much damage in the 
central districts, bombs falling near a 
famous cathedral and a great civic build- 
ing, destroying a number of business 
premises. The loss of life in this district 
must have been very small, inasmuch as, 
though some of the buildings were over 
— shelters, these were not in use 
uring the night. After a normal train 
journey to town this morning I had to 
pass through one of the districts affected, 
and it was interesting to note that not 
one of the places destroyed could have 
been a military objective, since they were 
all shops and offices. An ancient church 
had a narrow escape, its neighbouring 
building having been struck and set on 
fire, but. apart from broken windows, the 
church seemed to have esca serious 
damage. A big fire was raging not far 
away, but was being got under control. 
A famous structure in the West End also 
escaped, though damage was done to 
surrounding property. A Roman Catholic 
church in Centra] London was demolished 
during the night when the gas main was 
set on fire, while two hospitals, one a 
maternity, were victims, and a school 
crowded with refugees from the bombing 
of the previous night received a direct 
hit, many of the people being killed.

I have every sympathy (writes a corre- 
spondent) with the writer of the leading 
article on “ War Songs ”; for obviously 
the songs that were sung by many, many 
goldiers in dug-out, hut or other billet 
could not be quoted in an Irish news- 
paper. 

‘“Mademoiselle from Armentiéres’”’ 
appeared after the war in an innocuous 
form, but the words used by the soldiers 
were what is sometimes called ‘“‘ sugges- 
tive.’” It and a vulgar piece of composi- 
tion, commencing. with the words: “I 
love my wife,” were the British Army’s 
first favourites. i 

A neat little thing, “ Kitty was Pretty,”’ 
was rude without being obscene. My own 
mob had a great liking for a music-hall 
song of the period called “ Samoa.” I 
doubt that any soldiers sang, certainly 
not without a blush, “ Keep the Home 
Fires Burning.’’ 

‘“Carry Me Back to Dear Old Blighty ”’ 
and “ Pack Up Your Troubles ” they did 
sing. I suppose it is remembered that a 
‘“‘ blighty ” was a wound that necessitated 
treatment in England, so that England 
became Blighty. ‘‘ Tipperary ” was not 
a war song, though it became famous 
through the war, but it was popular at 
least a year before August, 1914.

BRIGADIER’S EVIDENCE

Sergeant Miles, of the military police, said 
that Lieutenant Ensor made a: statement in 
which were the following passages :—‘‘With 
regard to the absence, I was ill last week, 
which, I think, Brigadier-General Whitehead 
knows about, and since then I have been 
suffering from a dilated heart.

There was 
never any intention to defraud anybody. I 
had no idea my bank would return them. For 
a person in my position it was ridiculous te 
do such a thing.”

AERIAL TORPEDOES 


In order to intensify the destructive 
effects achieved, bombs of newer and more 
powerful types were employed—including an 
important proportion of incendiary bombs. 
Aerial torpedoes are stated to have been 
used, together with a new form of 
incendiary projectile which is thus described : 
‘* believed to be in the nature of a container 
filled. with crude oil.” Be that as it may, 
the fact remains that fires consequent on the 
bombing constituted one of the principal 

roblems on the passive side of A.A. defence 
in London. 

As there is no true precedent for what is 
taking place—i.e., ‘‘all-in’’ bombing of a 
place disposin of excellent A.A. defence— 
it is impossible to forecast the result. The 
case of Warsaw is not similar: not only was 
Warsaw bombed and blasted, but it was also 
invested by a surrounding army, while it 


lacked any A.A. defence worthy of the name. : 


Even so, it held out for a fortnight. Hunger, 
or prospective hunger, had as much to do 
with its surrender as had the attack from the 
air. 


FOOD POSITION 


In the case of London there does not seem 
to be any question of food shortage as yet. 
This is conveyed in a statement by the Food 
Ministry to the newspapers. It is true that 
communal kitchens have had to be put into 
operation, and tinned meat substituted for 
fresh by people whose cooking facilities have 
been destroyed. But there is no mention 
either of a general shortage or a breakdown 
in the means of distribution. As food 
shortage was one of the most obvious poten- 
tial dangers in Britain, it is only natural to 
suppose that special precautions were taken 
in this particular respect. 

Another example of how existing practice 
is being modified to counter the intensified 
aerial attack is afforded by the new pro- 
cedure concerning air warnings in industrial 

ants. The aim is to maintain output as 
ar as possible. The new measures aim at 
stopping work only when absolutely neces- 
sary and resuming it at the earliest possible 
moment: Some—and even much—inter- 
ference there must be, but it is hoped to re- 
duce it to a minimum. 

A serious danger caused by the air raids 
would be dislocation of communications, This 
has taken place in a local and temporary 
fashion,. but the difficulty has been met by 
variant routeing and gag A removal of 
débris. It would have to much more 
widespread before the life of the city as a 
whole could be interrupted up to actual dan- 
ger point. The system of underground rail- 
ways is here a most valuable standby. 
Although this, at the moment, is entirely a 
means of ogre traffic, it ‘could easily 
and quickly be adapted to cope with lighter 
freight. - 


GERMAN CLAIMS 


According to a semi-official German claim : 
“The British pilots appeared to be suffer- 
ing from fatigue and from the tremendous 
nervous strain of being continually on the 
watch for superior forces.” This would 
seem to be an over-statement, judging by the 
very considerable numbers of assailants shot 
down every day—the great majority by-%e- 
fending aircraft. At the same time, 
the statement may be accepted as a clear 
expressiog of one object of the attacks—and 
a very important object at that. Exhaustion 
of the defending Personnel would greatly 
facilitate the task. of the attackers. No 
doubt, a suitable system of reliefs has long 
ago been worked out, which will be able to 


The possibility of invasion support for the 
aerial offensive cannot be ruled out—to follow 
if and when a state of real disorganisation 
had been brought about in the London area. 
Thus, the Calais long-range batteries have 
been again in action after a prolonged lull. 
This time it seems to have been a matter 
of. shelling an outward-pound convoy goin 
down-Channel, as well as an incidental rake 
of Dover itself. Another feature of interest 
is the fact that the Germans have concen- 
trations of shipping—tugs, barges and 
lighters, apparently—in the ports nearest to 
the Dover narrows. Of late we hear con- 
stantly of Ostend, Calais and Boulogne being 
bombed by British formations attacking 
these concentrations. The aim is, of course, 
to nip in the bud any attempt at a Channel 
crossing. The fact that no mention is made 
of Dunkernue—by far the best of all these 
harbours—would seem to indicate that it, at 
least, was put out of commission ai the 
evacuation over three months ago.

PURCHASING POWER 


In his paper, ‘‘ Unemployment and Purchas- 
ing Power, ' Mr. L. J. , secretary of the 
Irish Labour Party, said that the way to 
increase national prosperity and get rid of un- 
employment was to increase the production of 
real wealth to the utmost limit. 
factor in the uction of wealth was labour 
consequently it was only by utilising fully 
the available labour that the production of 
+ wealth could be brought to and kept at. its 
maximum. The system of providing employ- 
ment, on which they relied exclusively in Ire. 
land, did not lead to the full areas of 
all the available labour, or of all the resources 
of the country, and it never would. 

Instead of providing work for the unem- 
ployéd—the only effective way of dealing with 
unemployment—this country had merely at- 
tempted to keep alive workless men and their 
families by providing them with ludicrously 
small allowances on which they tried to sub- 
sist in slums and hovels unfit for human 
habitation. While they continued to maintain 
in a condition of poverty over 100,000 of their 
adult citizens, there was an abundance of 
work to be done. 

uired 100,000 houses to satisfy the reason- 
able housing requirements of the people. The 
manufacture of the articles‘ required in con- 
struction, and the actal construction, could be 
used to begin a frontal attack on 
unemployment. There were thousands of 
acres of unused and wundrained bogs 
from which the greater part of the country’s 
fuel could be provided, while! an almost 
inexhaustible source of employment would be 
created by afforestation. The erection of 
hospitals, the protection of the coast-line 
against soil erosion, the modernisation of the 
railways, the building of bridges, the clear- 
ing of derelict sites, the draining of rivers, 
land development—all needed attention, and 
all had a considerable labour content, as well 
as providing valuable assets for the nation. 


WORK FOR PROFIT 


The snag was that private employers did 
not expect to make a profit out of their 
work, There was a tradition in the Civil 
Service that men worked well only so long 
as they were providing private profit for 
somebody else, but those ‘considerations need 
not worry the Government. If an adequate 
organisation were created to develop their 
idle resources by the employment of idle 
labour, thousands of men could be provided 
with work almost at once; not to acquire 
rivate profit, but to create national wealth. 
f the Government provided work of a 
socially beneficial character, the new volume 
of purchasing power which would be made 
available for buying food and other neces- 
saries of life through the employment on 
development schemes of, say, 40,000 men 
paid good wages, would so* expand the 
demand for goods and services that the 
remainder would be absorbed inté employ- 
ment rapidly to satisfy that demand. 
Dealing. wtih the country’s moneta 
policy, Mr. Duffy said that the link wit 
sterling’ was the unseen chain, which, by 
me ge Ireland’s economy integrated with, 
and dependent on that of Great Britain, pre- 
vented the development of the unused re- 
sources of Ireland for the benefit of the 
Irish people. Because of the Government’s 
obstinate maintenance of this link, there was 
no money to provide work for the unem- 
ployed, or the development of the country 
which would enable the Irish people to live 
and prosper at home. It was perfectly 
obvious that if they were ever to have em- 
ployment for all their people, stop rural de- 
population and the disastrous drain of emi- 
gration, the volume of money in Ireland must 
be regulated to create and maintain full em- 
Eire and provide sound economic wor 
or those who for lack of work must, emi- 
grate. ' 


MONETARY POLICY 


Only the Government should regulate, or 
be permitted to regulate, the volume of 
money, but, so long as the Government, by 
its own Act was controlled and circum- 
‘seribed by British monetary policy, the 
volume of money could not be expended 
except by some promiscuous forgeries,: and 
the unemployed must continue clamouring 
for work th dared not undertake; the 
country’s cattle, butter and bacon must be 
exported to compete in the British market 
with the produce of Asia, and the best-and 
bravest of the race must follow in the wake 
of the food ships. 

Mr. P. Ledwidge, Bray, expressed surprise 
that there had been no mention of one of the 
greatest causes of unemployment—the dis- 
placement of men by machinery. In spite of 
what Mr. Duffy had said, he felt that great 
strides had been made in recent years on 
afforestation. 

Mr, J. Hickey, T.D., President, said that 
he believed that all the members of the 
Government were sincerely anxious to solve 
the unemployment problem, but it could not 
be solved within the present system. With a 
bold leadership directed towards changing 
the monetary system the social and economic 
ills of the State could be cured. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Duffy.

From plus 3 he had 
to concede strokes at the ninth and thirteenth, 
but he experienced not the least difficulty, as, he 
reached the turn in approximately 33 for a lead 
of three holes, and when the match finished he 
was still three better than fours.

Northern Court of Appeal, con- 
sistin ng of Lord Justice Babington, Lord Jus 
ice Murphy and Mr. Justice Megaw, yester- 
day, Katharine Margaret Martin, Belvedere, 
King’s road, Belfast, who sought to have re- 
versed the decision of the Lord Chief Justice 
refusing to grant her a divorce from her 
husband, Dr. Harold Lawrence Martin, St. 
Jude’s avenue, Belfast.

J. Fox, K.C., and Mr. G. B. Hanna (in- 
structed by Mr. Leslie Morris) were for the 
ogg fh and Ta eh and Mr. E. War- 
noc J. 

K.C., ae Mr. W. F. Patton (instructed by 
Mr. J. Morris M‘Kee) were for the respon- 
dent. 

Mr. Lowry said the petition for divorce 
had bee brought on the ground of cruelty, 
and the facts had been found entirely in 
favou of the petitioner. The Lord Chief 
Justice had found that cruelty in a legal 
sense, including the incidents relied upon, 
had been proved; but had come to the -con- 
clusion that the case was not within the 
proviso—namely, that the petitioner had not 
established “that the case is one of excep- 
tional hardship suffered by the petitioner, 
or of exceptional depravity on the part of 
the respondent.”’ 

Counsel added that the words of the pro- 
viso had not yet been the subject of judicial 
construction. 

Mr. E. Warnock, K.C., M.P., for the re- 
spondent, said that the Lord Chief Justice 
had at the very highest found three acts of 
cruelty against respondent, and, in consider- 
ing the section, their Lordships must have 
regard to the background against which the 
incidents happened; to the fact that every- 
thing in the case happened within three 
months of the marriage, and that the in- 
cidents themselves were grouped within a 
period of three weeks. There was only 
one incident of real importance found against 
respondent—namely, that he had kicked his 
wife. Counsel did not defend that, but it 
did not mean exceptional hardship or ex- 
ceptional depravity. If they wished that 
was one incident of supreme cruelty, but it 
did not bring the petition within the section, 
so far as the question of depravity was con- 
concerned. He submitted that anyone using 
such a word in connection with the respon- 
dent was doing violence to the Emglish lan- 
guage. There was nothing in the evidence 
which would justify finding that there was 
any exceptional hardship suffered by peti- 
tioner. 

Answering Lord Justice Babington, Mr. 
Warnock said that all petitioner had to do 
was to re-list the case at the end of three 
years and ask for a decree. She was en- 
titled at the end of three years to say that 
the period had elapsed, that she had proved 
her right to relief and was entitled to a 
decree. 

Judgment was reserved.
